The heating system w'as con¬

The new school provides nine large 
classrooms, as indicated on the plans, 
all of which are trimmed in oak, with 
all plastered surfaces tinted light 
bluish-green, natural-slate black¬ 
boards being used.

Every working day of the year 
75,000,000 pounds of meat are required 
to supply home and export needs—and 
only 10 per cent of this is exported. 

These facts must be kept in mind 
when considering the U. S. Bureau of 
Markets report that on June 1, 1919, 
there were 1,348,000,000 pounds of 
meats in cold storage. If the meat in 
storage was placed on the market it 
would only be 20 days* supply. 

This meat is not artificially withheld 
from trade channels to maintain or 
advance prices.

Meats in storage consist of— 

65 per cent (approximate) hams, bacon, etc., 
in process of curing. It takes 30 to 90 
days in pickle or salt to complete the 
process. 

10 per cent is frozen pork that is to be cured 
later in the year. 

6 per cent is lard. This is only four-fifths 
of a pound per capita, and much of it will 
have to go to supply European needs. 

19 per cent is frozen beef and lamb, part of 
which is owned by the Government and 
was intended chiefly for over-seas ship* 
ment. If this were all diverted to domes¬ 
tic trade channels, it would be only 
iVi lbs. per capita—a 3 days’ supply.

Change in Postage Rate 

A change in letter postage went 
into effect Tuesday, and letters cost 
only two cents now instead of three, 
with the exception that local letters 
are still two cents, as in the past. 
Stamped envelopes may be redeemed 
at the post office for 30 days at their 
full value; after that time only the 
value of the stamps will be redeemed.

At Thorndike 

Ernest Bressette Loses His Life 
Trying to Cross Pond 

SANK WHEN STRICKEN WITH CRAMPS 


In 18 Feet of Water. Body Not Re¬ 
covered For Two Hours. 
Leaves One Brother

Ernest Bresette, 12 years old, was ^ 
drowned about 11.45 o’clock Satur- ^ 
day morning while swimming in the j

While the giraffe can hardly be 
classed among the fierce duelists of 
the animal world, yet animals of this 
species are known to have their com¬ 
bats like their more ferocious fellows. 
The long-necked beast has an original 
and curious method of fighting. It has 
neither claws nor beak nor sharp teeth 
with w’hich to defend or attack, so 
when it Is out of temper with one of 
its kind It does not fly In the face of 
Providence by trying to disembowel Its 
adversary, as a rhinoceros might, or 
tear It, as a tiger would.

If Your Eyes Are Tired. 

Seat yourself on one side of the 
rofim, facing the wall opposite. Hold 
the head still and raise the eyes slowly 
until you are looking as nearly as pos¬ 
sible at the celling above you. Now 
lower the eyes, looking at the floor be¬ 
fore you. Take care, when looking 
down, not to focus the eyes on the 
nose, but on the floor at your feet. Re¬ 
peat this ten times, but take care not 
to over-weary the eyes. 

Now look as far to the right as pos¬ 
sible, then slowly shift the gaze to the 
left. Repeat as before. 

For a final exercise, imagine a huge 
circle in the air before you, and with¬ 
out moving the head, follow the out¬ 
lines of this circle with your eyes, be¬ 
ginning at the left, and going to the 
right for ten times, then beginning at 
the right and moving toward the left.

Men were constantly coming and go¬ 
ing, and there was a decided differ¬ 
ence of opinion as to the advisability 
of organization. Nothing was accom¬ 
plished along that line, and the net 
result of the meet! 


The Palmer plant of the Wright 
Wire Company is tied up with a gen¬ 
eral strike which took place last Sat¬ 
urday morning. About 600 hands are 
affected. The men demand a reduc¬ 
tion of working hours from ten to 
eight per day with no reduction in 
pay, and then a flat increase of 25 
per cent in wages, with time and one- 
half for all time over eight hours.

Traffic on the Central Vermont 
Railroad at Three Rivers was held up 
all day Saturday from 10.30 in the 
morning until 6.30 in the evening, 
when a freight train coming from 
the north split the switch at the 
north end of the bridge over the Chi¬ 
copee river, wrecking four cars load¬ 
ed with hay and merchandise. 

The train, a through freight, from 
Brattleboro to New London, * was 
rounding the curve when one of the 
cars loaded with hay split the switch 
leading into the yard of the Palmer 
Mills and headed off, dragging the 
three following cars from the rails. 
The sudden tension turned the first 
car completely bottom side up, rip¬ 
ping it from the trucks, ,while the 
others were tipped over and the sides 
caved in. Before the train could be 
brought to a standstill the track for 
several hundred feet was torn up and 
the ties spjit and displaced. 

Immediately the crew set about re¬ 
placing the cars, but on account of 
the mix-up the steam wrecker from 
Springfield was called to the scene.

“Runes” were the letters of the al¬ 
phabet used by the old Teutonic 
tribes.

It is usually impossible to remove 
such marks without leaving a per¬ 
manent scar. One method is to tat¬ 
too the skin with a concentrated so¬ 
lution of tannin, following the orig¬ 
inal design. Then apply a crayon of 
silver nitrate until the skin turns 
black. Wipe off the excess of moisture 
and allow the caustic to eat Into the 
skin. There will be pain and reddish 
scars will form, which may gradually 
disappear.

: Impossible to remove 
vlthout leaving a per- 
One method Is to tat- 
vlth a concentrated so¬ 
lution of tannin, following the orig¬ 
inal design. Then apply a crayon of 
silver nitrate until the skin turns 
black. Wipe off the excess of moisture 
and allow the caustic to eat Into the 
skin. There will be pain and reddish 
scars will form, which may gradually 
disappear.

Two rail¬ 
road trestles have been built over the 
pit, so that cars of coal may be run 
onto either for dumping.

Monson, July 19—Politics is quiet 
with election so far in the future, but 
talk as to probabilities has already 
begun in Republican circles. It is not 
thought that John O. Hamilton of 
Palmer will keep out of the race 
for representative. The small towns 
of the district, Brimfield, Holland and 
Wales, have not had a candidate for 
several years and may wish to put 
up one this year.

Word has been secured in Brim- 
field of the death Monday at her 
home in Newtonville of Mrs. Alice 
(French) Peirce, the wife of F. Lin¬ 
coln Peirce, formerly of Brimfield.

The following personal tribute, un¬ 
der the captain, “A Tribute to a 
Noble Woman,” to the high character 
and womanhood of Mrs. J. B. Stone, 
formerly of Palmer, whose death in 
Berkeley, Cal., was noted in the 
Journal of two weeks ago, was 
printed in the Fresno, Cal., Republi¬ 
can, and will be of interest to Mrs.

Massachusetts, before she~ came to 
Fresno, but owing to her being ren¬ 
dered helpless by rheumatism she 
was unable to mingle much in Fresno 
society. Hence she was well known 
to only a few people comparatively. 
Mrs. Stone being a member of the 
Unitarian church, I became well ac¬ 
quainted with her, and learned by 
personal experience, that she was 
far above the average of women in 
mind and character. 

“Perhaps the greatest test of per¬ 
sonal worth is our bearing under 
heavy affliction; if so, then Mrs. 
Stone stood pre-eminent among the 
women of my acquaintance. Her 
patience, cheerfulness, and self-poise, 
under the stress of great pain and 
helplessness, surpassed anything in 
my long experience. 

“Being a confirmed invalid did not 
prevent her from taking a very in¬ 
tense interest ,in all the activities of 
the world around her; and she kept 
herself informed upon all matters of 
public interest. No one could be in 
her presence long, and not feel re¬ 
buked for his or her impatience with 
life’s experience; for none of us who 
met this remarkable woman, ever 
went through quite so trying an or¬ 
deal of years of anguish, as she did. 
I used to be amazed at her thought¬ 
fulness for the comfort of her guests 
or visitors, and her complete com¬ 
mand of the situation in spite of pain 
and helplessness. Truly her mind 
triumphed over the ills of her griev¬ 
ously afflicted body. My main pur- 
; pose in writing this little tribute to a 
grand woman, fully known to few, is 
to call attention to the possibility of 
getting good out of life under the 
most distressing circumstances, and 
b^ter still, to the fact, that great¬ 
ness of soul cannot be subdued by the 
worst of physical ills. 

“There are some among us who 
thank God that we were permitted 
to make the acquaintance of this 
grand woman, to come under the in¬ 
fluence of her splendid personality, 
and to be numbered among her per- 


Husband, Wife, and Four Children; 

Unsavory Conditions Revealed 

It is not often that an entire family 
of six persons appears in court at 
one time, on various charges, but 
that was the situation in the District 
Court last Saturday, when Rudolph 
Lundell, his wife and four children, 
were brought in. 

Lundell was changed with abuse of 
a female child, the 16-years-old 
daughter of his wife by a former hus¬ 
band; he pleaded guilty and was held 
for the grand jury in $3000 bonds, 
which he could not furnish. Dorothy 
Marsh, the girl, was charged with 
being a wayward child. The charge 
is a technical one because of her 
age. There were three other chil¬ 
dren, charged with being neglected 
children. 

Mrs. Lundell, who has been thrice 
married and has children by each 
husband, was charged with having 
allowed her children to grow up 
without proper training. 

Lundell has an extensive court rec¬ 
ord, having appeared locally several 
times a year for the past five or six 
years on various charges—drunken¬ 
ness, non-support, and the like. He 
has se.rved time, but has more fre¬ 
quently been placed on probation in 
the hope that he would care for his 
family to some extent. He had a 
firmly-rooted antipathy for work, and 
seldom held the good jobs found for 
him for any length of time, loafing 
about the house. Mrs. Lundell worked 
long and hard, and Dorothy was per¬ 
mitted to leave school at 14 in order 
to care for the younger children 
while the mother was away. Court 
officers who have visited the family 
frequently found no attempt at 
cleanliness or right living, but the 
actual conditions were not dis¬ 
covered until the middle of last week. 

The cases were continued until this 
morning, when all the individuals in¬ 
terested were placed on probation 
until October.

Charles H. Atkins Has One Burning 

Crude Kerosene Advantageously 

Charles Henry Atkins of Palmer, 
well known in manufacturing circles, 
has formed a company constructing 
what is considered by many en¬ 
gineers to be a quite remarkable en¬ 
gine for use in automobiles, aircraft, 
trucks; motor boats, etc. 

This engine should be welcomed by 
automobile manufacturers and the 
public because it will burn kerosene 
instead of gasolene, and it is claimed 
that It should give easily double the 
mileage per one dollar of fuel cost of 
any engine now used in automobiles. 

Another advantage is that no. self¬ 
starter will be required, nor will 
there be any gear shifting. These are 
done away with and a carburetor is 
not required. 

The fuel injection is the same prin¬ 
ciple as used in the Diesel engine, 
which is admittedly the most suc¬ 
cessful crude oil burning engine in 
the world, though the latter engine 
is too cumbersome to be thought of 
for automobiles. 

Mr. Atkins’ invention is called the 
Victory Engine, and once it is in¬ 
stalled in automobiles, car owners 
will find that all that is required is 
to “open the throttle and away she 
goes.” The smoothness of operation 
will be similar to steam engine or 
electric motor. 

The Victory Engine will weigh one- 
third less than the lightest gasolene 
engine now used in automobiles, and 
because of the elimination of so 
many parts and accessories the cost 
to manufacturers who install the Vic¬ 
tory in their automobiles and motor 
trucks will be considerably reduced. 
Those who are capable of judging 
and know about this engine are con¬ 
fident that it will be a comparatively 
short time until gasolene engines now 
in use will be entirely obsolete and 
that all automobiles, aircraft, motor 
trucks, motor boats, etc., will be 
operated by low cost kerosene.

Why Footwear Costs Are High 


European Demands, High Wages, and 
Scarcity of Leather All Help 

Announcement has been made that 
footwear of all kinds is shortly to ad¬ 
vance materially in cost, and that 
prices will be much higher a little 
later in the season, and still higher 
next spring. 

Mr. Leo Drucker, of the' Drucker 
Bootery, who has this week been in 
Boston and has made an investiga¬ 
tion of the causes for the advance, 
gives them for the benefit of pros¬ 
pective footwear purchasers. He does 
not attempt to justify the advancing 
prices, but gives the situation as he 
finds it. The causes are: 

Firstly, shoemakers of three or 
four years ago were receiving $18 to 
$30 for a 54-hour week; to-day a 
good mechanic is worth from $40 to 
$65 and $75 for 44 hours’ work. 
Transportation has been advanced by 
our own government administration. 
This is only a minor item, but adds up 
into the thousands with a large con¬ 
cern. 

Most important of all is the foreign 
demand. England, France, Italy, in 
fact, all of Europe is practically de¬ 
nuded of leather. The United States 
is called upon to supply the entire 
world. 

Under normal conditions we im¬ 
port over 50 per cent of the leather 
we use. Compare these figures: In 
the fiscal year of 1912 we imported 
105,000,000 pounds of calfskins alone. 
In the fiscal year of 1918-19 our im¬ 
ports of calfskins was 21,000,000 
pounds. The average rate of our 
annual imports from Russia was 60,- 
000,000 pounds. This year we received 
600,000 pounds from that country. 

Turning on the other hand to ex¬ 
ports, we are confronted by the fol¬ 
lowing, taken from the government 
report; Sole leather exports for 
April, 14,536,385 pounds against 932,- 
710 pounds for April, 1918. Exports 
of calf leather for April of this year, 
7,822,867 square feet against 794,530 
square feet for the same month of 
last year. Of glazed kid we sent 
across the water, 6,864,892 square feet 
in April of this year, against 1,802,- 
760 square feet in April,- 1918. 

As stated above the purpose of this 
article is not to justify the ever in¬ 
creasing cost of shoes, but to inform 
the public of the facts. It is simply 
that the law of supply and demand is 
being obeyed. 

One cheerful thought: Shoes in Si¬ 
beria are worth $100 a pair.

My home was in Douai, writes Jean 
Prolx In Everybody’s. When 1 visited 
the town, soon after the Germans left 
it, I found it untouched by shell fire. 
Strange as it may seem, the houses 
are standing and the roofs are on the 
houses. But every place has been i 
ransacked; so much so that in my j 
house the only article of furniture left 
are two stools, one of which Is of no 
value. The other, a light gilt foot¬ 
stool in the drawing-room, is smashed. 
Every other article of furniture has 
been stolen. 

The valueless contents of every 
drawer were thrown on the floor and 
soiled. Some valuable paintings by 
Corot were hanging in one of the 
rooms. They were carefully selected, 
the canvas was cut out of the frames 
In the cleanest possible way and re¬ 
moved by the Germans, whereas a 
hole was kindly kicked through the 
others. 

This Is a precise Instance of their 
methodical thefts. When the people 
who lived In the house were turned 
out by the Germans they took away 
the few papers that were Id the safe 
which was fast to the wall ; they left 
the key on the safe door and the door 
ajar, as much as to say that there was 
no need to break It open. On the 
safe I found a short hatchet, by means 
of which the door had been smashed. 
Is this destruction for its own sake? 
No. this Is methodical destruction. 
The safe would eventually have to be 
replaced, and very likely by one of 
German make. |

A Mexican citizen of Mazatlan re¬ 
cently has been granted a concession 
of 100 hectares (about 247 acres), and

WATCH CREATION OF FLORA 


Botanists Intensely Interested in Na¬ 
ture's Work on Volcano Island 
in Bombon Lake, Luzon. 


The destruction of vegetation In Is¬ 
olated regions Is a matter of great 
Interest to botanists, who are making 
increasing efforts to observe the cre¬ 
ation of the new flora taking the place 
of the old. Volcano island, in Bombon 
lake, Luzon, was chiefly covered by 
grasses and small trees before the 
eruption of the Taal volcano In 1911, 
but the eruption destroyed all plant 
life except some clumps of bamboos 
and a few bananas In the northern 
part of the Island. In a report on the 
levegetatlon W. H. Brown, E. D. Ver- 
rlli and H. S. Yates note that in six 
years 29 vascular plants had been re¬ 
corded, the chief species being a few 
grasses. Of the total, 54 per cent 
were probably Introduced by birds, 
about 20 per cent by the wind and 
about 10 per cent by the water—a dif¬ 
ferent showing from that of the more 
exposed Island of Krakatoa, in the 
Strait of Sunda, where the chief work

RECOGNIZE GOSPEL OF LABOR 

Law cf Nature Demands Certain Quan¬ 
tity of Work From All Kinds 
of People. 


“The law of nature Is that a certain 
quantity of work Is necessary to pro¬ 
duce a certain quantity of good, of any 
kind whatever. If you want knowl¬ 
edge. you must toll for It; and If pleas¬ 
ure, you must toll for It.” These words 
of John Ruskin are especially appro¬ 
priate now, Arthur Hunt Chute writes 
In Leslie’s. 

This admonition Is needed not m€*re- 
ly by the manual laborers, but also by 
all classes, and especially by the 
“poodle fakers” of so-called high so¬ 
ciety. An afternoon trip to the most 
expensive hotels discloses the fact that 
the war has not completely purged us 
from the idle rich. One may encoun¬ 
ter there a new species, formerly 
known as a “lounge lizard,” now called 
a “sofa cootie.” A soldier pointed me 
out one of these specimens, exclaim¬ 
ing: “Think of our brave who have 
fallen, and a thing like that survives!” 

We won this war-;-why? Because 
we heeded the law of sweat. In the 
crucial hour our society spewed out 
of Its mouth the Idle rich and the Idle 
poor. We tolerated only one class, the 
workers. Vincent Astor and Klngdon 
Gould had to step up and do their duty 
just the same as the Frlcaslnnl twins 
from “Little Italy,” Now that the war 
Is won. .this law of sweat should re¬ 
main Imperative for all classes. Ev 
ery man and every wbman owes a dut.v 
of work to his age, and society of the 
future should be so organized as to In¬ 
sist that that debt Is paid. 

Referring to the law of sweat, we 
must realize that there are two ways 
In which a man may fulfill his obli¬ 
gations. either by brain sweat or by 
brawn sweat. Rightly speaking, the 
mental workers belong just as truly 
among the laboring classes as the man¬ 
ual workers. In the truest sense both 
are producers.

STEERED BY SIXTH SENSE j ^ 

Exploits of Blindfolded Norvireglan i ' 
Have Proved a Puzzle to Expert 
Danish Scientists. 

Scientists In Denmark are puzzled ^ 
by a Norwegian, one Bmll Knudsen, 
who, although blindfolded and care- ; 
fully watched, steered a steamer | 
through the Intricate channels of the 
harbor of Copenhagen, keeping a true 
course and adroitly dodging other ves¬ 
sels. He explains this by claiming the 
possession of a “sixth sense.” 

Knudsen Is a man of middle age. 
When he came to Denmark from Chris¬ 
tiania, he became at once an object of 
Interest to both scientist and layman. 
He was put through many experiments 
by one of the leading nerve specialists 
of Europe, and as a result the Spe¬ 
cialist suggested the trip Into the har¬ 
bor. Knudsen said that he could guide 
himself anywhere without using his 
eyes, and a steamer was chartered to 
put him to a supreme test. Knudsen 
had no knowledge of the harbor. He 
requested that a person knowing the 
channel should hold two finger-tips 
against the side of his head. Profe^ 
sor Frldenrelch consented to this, and 
■ himself pressed two finger-tips against 
* Knudsen’s temples. 

The man handled the wheel without 
' a sign of nervousness or uncei-talnty. 

It was impossible for him to see, yet 
; he took more than a dozen sharp cor¬ 
ners and followed a zigzag course 
throughout. All the scientists who 
witnessed the demonstration said that 
Knudsen possesses a mysterious pow- 
er that actually may be a sixth sense.

I French Train Operation Poor. 

The French method of train opera¬ 
tion differs sharply from the ^erl- 
can. In the United States It Is cus¬ 
tomary to move the trains by means 
of the block signal system, under the 
orders of train dispatchers. In 
the chef de gare, a sort of subllmat^ 
station agent. Is supreme. He Is In ab¬ 
solute charge of all trains that pass 
through his station and of the allot¬ 
ment of cars within his district A 
through train having i^eached his sta¬ 
tion, It cannot leave without his per¬ 
mission. This practice brings about 
such a condition that fewer trains are 
operated over a French double-track 
line than could be handled over an 
American single-track line equipped 
with block signals and dispatchers.

At 7 o’clock a banquet of roast 
chicken, lamb, vegetable salad, rolls, 
pies and cakes of all kinds, ice cream 
and coffee was served in the Town 
Hall dining room, which was gay with 
bunting, flags and flowers. Not all 
of the 40 Brimfield soldiers that had 
been Summoned were able to be 
present at the feast, to which over 
60 people, including women guests, 
sat down. At the close the happi¬ 
ness of the boys was expressed in 
singing familiar war songs led by 
Clyde Norcross, and there were brief 
speeches, with John M. Newton act¬ 
ing as toastmaster. Expressions of 
gratitude for the good time given 
them were not wanting from the boys. 
In closing. Mr. Newton urged the 
boys to take up the problems of the 
day in the loyal spirit with which they 
had entered the war, and then called 
for the singing of “Home, Sweet 
Home.” 

The town clerk, Penuel Parker, was 
at the town hall to take down the 
military history of each of the sol¬ 
diers, and the librarian of the public 
library, .Miss Tarbell, obtained their 
autographs for preservation in the 
library. 

A supper was served to the band 
by the Christian Endeavor Society 
on the common, after which there 
was an excellent out-door concert 
attended by the townspeople. 

There was a very large attendance 
at the dance in the evening, and the 
occasion was still more of a reunion, 
as many of the alumni of the Hitch¬ 
cock Free Academy, including other 
service boys, were present.

The program began with a parade 
starting at 1 o’clock at the Town 
Hall, led by the band.

Before the parade started Mr. Dav¬ 
enport addressed the soldiers, hold¬ 
ing before them a beautiful new silk 
parade flag which had been contrib¬ 
uted by Brimfield people, to belong 
to a post of the American Legion, if 
such an organization is formed. The 
flag was carried by Mark Newton, the 
first Brimfield boy to enlist, as color 
bearer. The soldiers were photo¬ 
graphed before marching by Walter 
E. Corbin. 

The route of the parade was down 
the south side of the Common and 
back to the Town Hall by the north 
side. There were 16 automobiles in 
the parade. The first was driven by 
Mrs. Clara Fisk. It was beautifully 
decorated with wild flowers and bore 
the insignia of the Y. M. C. A., under 
which Mrs. Fisk served in France; 
also the insignia of various regiments 
that were in the leave area inChem- 
ouni, where Mrs. Fisk was stationed. 
Miss Julia* Hitchcock’s automobile 
carried Civil war veterans. Members 
of the Red Cross were carried by Orlo 
Parker and John S. Glavin. George 
E. Hitchcock carried the town offi¬ 
cials. All the automobiles were dec¬ 
orated. 

The exercises in the Town Hall, 
commencing at 2 o’clock, were pre¬ 
sided over by Clarence B. Brown, the 
chairman of the committee. With 
the soldiers on the platform were 
seated two women, Mrs. Martha E. 
Streeter, mother of Charles M. Street¬ 
er, and Mrs. Clara Fisk. The exer¬ 
cises were opened with prayer by 
Rev. William Estabrook. A poem, 
“O Little Town of Brimfield,” com¬ 
posed for the soldier boys of the town 
by Mrs. Vivien May Parker, was read 
by the author. In the prayer and in 
the poem and in the remarks of the 
chairman, reference was made to the 
Brimfield boy who did not come back. 

The first address was given by Sen¬ 
ator Hardy. The speaker first dwelt 
upon the principles for which the 
World war was fought as those for 
which our nation had stood in its pre¬ 
vious conflicts. When these princi¬ 
ples and even civilization and Chris¬ 
tianity were at stake, America entered 
the great war not for enlarged power, 
but for humanity’s sake. The citizen¬ 
ship of the nation responded to the 
call of the world-conscience. Massa¬ 
chusetts was among the first to hear 
that call, and our soldiers were among 
the first to appear on the fighting 
fields of France. Not only did the 
boys respond, but the Commonwealth 
and its entire citizenship—men, wo¬ 
men and chd/lren—gave freely of 
money arrd service to stand behind 
the soldiers and uphold the great 
cause. “Although the war is over,” 
Senator Hardy said, “the fight is just 
begun. Our soldiers fought to make 
the world safe for Democracy, and it 
is up to us to make Democracy safe 
for the Republic, and to 'brin^ about 
not only pure Americanism, but 
world-wide Democracy.” . 

Mr. Brick’s subject was “The Amer¬ 
ican Crusader,” and he spoke from 
the intimate acquaintance gained 
from 17-months’ experience as a Y. 
M. C. A. worker, when he shared the 
lot of the soldiers in all phases. To 
lead up to the wonderful deeds of 
this Crusader in the World war the 
speaker commenced with showing 
the historical background. He pic¬ 
tured the dramatic scene at Chateau 
Bellevue in 1870 after the fateful bat¬ 
tle of Sedan at which Ferdinand 
Foch, then a cadet fresh from the mil¬ 
itary school, was present in the back¬ 
ground, to witness the humiliating 
surrender of his sword by Napoleon 
III to the Prussian king, William I 
of Germany. The tragic scene was 
indelibly stamped on the mind and 
heart of the young French soldier, so 
that with fixed purpose to redeem 
France’s honor he was guided by the 
hand of destiny to become the lead¬ 
ing figure 50 years afterwards in a 
contrasting dramatic scene, when as 
Marshall of France and Generalissi¬ 
mo of the Allied armies the same Fer¬ 
dinand Foch read to the German del¬ 
egation the terms of the ultimatum 
of the armistice. But the hand of 
destiny had commanded another pow¬ 
er to be a prime factor in breaking 
the might of Germany. This was the

Yet Floridans claim that the 
song was written in honor of their for¬ 
est stream, and boatmen even point 
, out a tree under which Stephen Fos¬ 
ter is supposed to have penned the 
memorable lines. Reports less pic¬ 
turesque, but more generally accepted, 
say that Foster never saw Suwanee 
river, but that he used the name be¬ 
cause of the rhythmic sound, dropping 
the “u” to perfect the meter. 

While the Suwanee river may not 
be what Its name suggests to most of 
us, it is a beautiful stream, flowing 
through a semi-tropical country where 
live-oaks and cypresses are mirrored 
In its clear depths. Heavy forests of 
cedar also grow In its valley, but these 
have been reduced in recent years, as 
the wood Is in great demand for pen¬ 
cil making. 

The Suwanee figured largely in 
early American history, for it was a 
favorite haunt of the Indians, and 
many battles with the red men were 
fought in its valleys. 

The name Suwanee has an Indian 
sound, but it Is said to be a corrup- 
, tlon of San Juan—a name given the 
river by early Spanish explorers.

With 
her Industrious toiling millions, her old, 
old civilization, her enormous natural 
wealth and wondrous scenery, China 
alternately charms and fascinates, irri¬ 
tates and plunges Into despair, all who 
sojourn long within her borders.

BRICKS AND CEMENT SWELL 

Absorb Moisture and “Grow" to a Con¬ 
siderable Extent, According to 
English Publication. 

How much has your house or the 
wall at the bottom of your garden 
grown ? 

Houses and walls. Indeed all things 
made of bricks, do grow, and this fact 
Is known to architects, who sometimes 
have to allow for It when making 
plans for building, says London An¬ 
swers. 

In the old days, when the clay of 
which bricks were made was mixed 
with water before being baked, the 
amount of growth was not noticeable; 
now that no water, or very little. Is 
mixed with the clay, which Is there¬ 
fore said to be dry baked, the bricks 
absorb moisture and swell sometimes 
to a considerable extent. 

Some years ago in a garden at Ely 
a pier was built of dry baked bricks 
and the garden hose was turned onto 
this pier for a considerable period 
every day for some weeks. At the end 
of this time the pier was measured, 
when It was found to have grown 
some inches. 

Cement Is another substance which 
grows. That Is why you may often see 
on station platforms and on wall cop¬ 
ings built of cement one of the joints 
missed out here and there. 

The greatest growth naturally takes 
place where cements and bricks are 
used together, as happened In a house 
of which the parapet was built of 
bricks placed endways and cement sup¬ 
ported on iron. The growth in this 
instance was so great that quite large 
spaces were visible between the Iron 
supports and the parapet.

It has always been a mystery to me 
why the word “blubber” should carry 
such a disagreeable connotation to mil¬ 
lions of people, though not one In a 
million has ever tasted It, writes Vll- 
hjalmur Stefansson In Harper’s. 

1 am often asked what seal meat 
tastes like and am driven to saying 
that it tastes like seal meat, for It does 
not resemble any commonly known 
type of meat. But neither does mutton 
resemble any meat known to me, and 
still mutton is good eating, and so Is 
seal. But the fat Is much easier to 
describe. When the blubber Is eaten 
raw, as we commonly eat It by prefer¬ 
ence, It has a fiavor very similar to 
that of fresh cow’s cream, but when 
boiled It closely resembles the fat of 
mutton. For that reason Mr. Wilkins, 
who came from the sheep district of 
Australia, was that member of our 
whole expedition who most readily fell 
Into the eating of the seal fat. 

In general most men refrain from 
tasting blubber because it Is named 
blubber, uivtll they become so fat hun¬ 
gry that they are eventually driven to 
trying It, and when they try It, to their 
surprise they Invariably find It so de¬ 
licious that, if not restrained, they 
overeat and, as Is well known, overeat¬ 
ing any form of fat causes nausea and 
other distressing symptoms. After one 
or two experiences of this sort 1 am 
now careful never to allow a man to 
eat all the blubber he wants the first 
time he tries it, for if he gets sick he 
Is almost certain to blame the seal 
and not his own gluttony.

Short Courses at M. A. C. 

Announcement has just been made 
by the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College that it has been found neces¬ 
sary to change the date of registra¬ 
tion for short course students from 
Monday, September 22d, to Thurs 
day, September 25th. This change 
will affect only those students who 
enroll for the special short courses: 
The two-year course in practical 
agriculture, the one-year vocational 
poultry course, and the one-year 
course in rural engineering. This 
change of date will affect also men 
sent there by the Federal Board for 
Vocational Education, to receive in¬ 
struction in agriculture through the 
short courses. 

This is a course open to everyone 
seventeen years of age or over who 
has a common school education. The 
course provides instruction in agron 
omy, animal husbandry, farm man¬ 
agement, farm machinery, dairying, 
poultry husbandry, forestry, soil fer¬ 
tility, etc. 

A special course in farm machinery, 
farm tractors, and gas engines has 
been arranged to meet the needs of 
the men sent by the Federal Board. 
This course is not limited to soldiers, 
but is open to residents of the Com 
monwealth over seventeen years of 
age who have completed the elemen¬ 
tary schools.

To Change Electric Fares 

The Street Railway Company an¬ 
nounces that, if the Public Service 
Commission will grant permission, icj 
proposes to make a change in the 
zones and fares between Monson and 
Palmer. The proposed plan estab¬ 
lishes two zones, with North Monson 
as the dividing line. A fare within 
the limits of either zone will be 
seven cents, and two fares will be 
collected for a ride from any portion 
of one zone to any portion of the 
other. Thus the fare from any point 
south of North Monson to Palmer 
will be 14 cents, or one may ride 
from Palmer to the end of the line 
for 14 cents. It is proposed to sell 
strips of ten tickets for 65 cents, 
good at any time and in any zone, 
which will reduct the fare to 
cents.

Silver Street Opened Again; State 

Street Crowded; Lunch Room 
at South Main Street 

The Silver Street school, which was 
closed last year, has been re-opened 
with Miss Edith Barcumb of Spring- ] 
field as substitute teacher. It is most 
difficult to obtain teachers for the 
district schools. There is a consid¬ 
erable number of teachers capable 
of such positions available, but they 
are unwilling to go into a country 
district and teach a graded school. 

A successor to Miss Almi^'a Palmer, 
teacher of domestic arts, has not yet 
been obtained. The courses in this 
work are to be readjusted and made 
more practical by Supt. F. S. Brick, 
and a teacher will be secured in 
about two weeks. 

The 7th grade room at State street, 
which seats 50 pupils, has 52 scholars 
attending. This number is more than 
can be successfully instructed by one 
teacher, and it will be necessary to 
divided the- present 7th grade and ob¬ 
tain an additional teacher. The pres¬ 
ent school room can be partitioned 
off into two rooms, or it may be 
necessary to hold an overflow 7th 
grade in the hall of the Mechanic 
street building. 

A room back of the assembly room 
in the South Main street school is 
being fitted up for a dining room for 
those children bringing their dinners. 
Previously the children have eaten 
their lunches in the basement.

Similariy, what young person, or near¬ 
young person, of today can experience 
the delights of the time when it was 
possible to begin at ease the first chap¬ 
ter of a volume of Dickens or Thack¬ 
eray, to wait Impatiently for George 
Eliot’s new novel or even to bear the 
shock of Robert Buchanan’s famous 
review of Swinburne? There were, too, 
the terrors occasioned by Mrs. Harriet 
Beecher Stowe when her fierce Puritan 
friendship induced her to print the 
confidences of Lady Byron! Our eyes 
were turned towards England, it is 
true, yet Hawthorne and Emerson were 
not only discussed, but read. Among 
the lesser lights there were Gail Ham¬ 
ilton and James Fields, whose very 
satisfying literary essays were great 
features of the Atlantic Monthly. 
People reUlly did not spend their time 
in singing “Juanita” or in reading 
“Oulda” on the sly, nor did all the 
women dress in the magentas and sol- 
ferinos in which contemporary satirists 
clothed the ladies of the middle periods 
of Victoria and Eugenie. The Crimean 
and Civil wars, so microscopic to the 
careless young, the Franco-Prusslan 
struggle which preluded the chaos of 
1914, were events that kept our minds 
from stagnating; and there'were doers 
and thinkers in .Europe worth our con¬ 
stant consideration.—Maurice Francis 
Egan in Yale Review.

thus saving a cent and a half for the ^ 
trip. As the proposed fare from Pal- 
mer to Springfield is 42 cents, this 
» would reduce it to 40^ cents, ex¬ 
actly the price of a ride on the Bos¬ 
ton and Albany railroad if 10-trip 
I tickets are purchased; these are good 
until used, may be used by anyone, 
r and the time is less than half an hour. 

'l To those interested there seems no 
e good reason why the rural patrons

The proposition is to sell two- 
t, zone tickets in the cities for 12^ 
d cents. If this is done, strips of eight 
i- tickets, good for any two-zone ride, 
tn should be sold to out-of-the-city pa- 
s, trons of the cars.

Savages are fertile In the invention 
of hair contortions. Moslems have 
been known to shave away all their 
hair save a small clnmp In the center, 
which they think will serve as a 
handle by which they may be lifted up 
to heaven. Natives of the New 
Hebrides twist their hair Into as many 
as 600 whipcords. The person who 
can show the greatest number of these 
thln-halr cords is regarded as one of 
importance, and is reverenced accord¬ 
ingly.

Saxon Origin. 


It was that deadly flower of Saxon 
chivalry, Edward I, who caused the 
early records of Scotland to be de¬ 
stroyed.

Vaccination-The Other Side 

Interpretation of the Law by Those 

Opposed to the Requirements 

There appeared in a recent issue 
of the Journal the reprint of a letter 
from the State Board of Health to 
Superintendent of Schools in Mon¬ 
son, stating the interpretation of the 
law regarding the vaccination of 
school children. For the other side 
of the proposition Mr. Charles F. 
Dingman of Palmer asks the print¬ 
ing of the following, a communica¬ 
tion sent by the Medical Liberty 
League of Boston to the Pittsfield 
Eagle, and printed in the September 
26th issue of that paper: 

To the Editor of The Eagle: . 

There seems to be some confusion 
regarding the vaccination law of the 
State of Massachusetts, and it is not 
to be wondered at, since it has been 
constantly changing in form. Lon- 
cerning school children, it is as 

Amended Apts—Chapter 117. (1918) 

“Section 6. A child who has not 
been vaccinated shall not be admitted 
to a public school except upon pres¬ 
entation of a certificate signed by a 
registered physician designated by 
the parent or guardian, stating that 
the physician has at the time of giv¬ 
ing the certificate personally exam¬ 
ined the child and that he is of the 
opinion that the physical condition of 
the child is such that his health will 
be endangered by vaccination. 

From this it will be seen that the 
vaccination exemption certificate is 
as much a part of the law as the vac- 
1 cination certificate. 

r It will also be seen that the phys¬ 
ician is no longer required to name a 
reason why the child is not a fit sub- 
^ ject for vaccination. 

Exemption certificates have been 
5. framed to conform to the law, to be 
r used until such time as the la’ shall 
be repealed. These certificates are 
” used in different parts of the State, 
h and will be furnished by the Medical 
d Liberty League, upon request. When 
I- signed by a registered physician, the 
certificates cannot be lawfully re- 
, iected. ... 

Legal expert opinion has’ been ren- 
id dered by various city solicitors to the 
ly effect that the school vaccination law 
refers only to the admission of chil- 
■n dren to the public schools, once they 
are admitted and enrolled as pupils, 
the law becomes inoperative; thus 
no renewal of exemption certificates 
is necessary at the opening of an¬ 
other school year—one certificate be- 
,{ ing sufficient to carry a child through 
his school life, in any part of the

Attorneys from Manchester, N. H., 
have been in town recently investi¬ 
gating the identity of the man whose 
remains were found in the woods 
north of the Dutton bridge near 
Bondsville October 12th, 1917. There 
was little left but the bones, but from 
a few cooking utensils and other ar¬ 
ticles Chief Crimmins was satisfied 
that the man was a traveling tinker 
and umbrella mender who went by 
the name Ox John Curran, but whose 
right name was Henry Clark. It was 
supposed that he had relatives in 
Manchester and word was sent to 
that place but nothing was heard 
from "them. 

It now seems that, through other 
deaths among his relatives, Clark 
would have come into the possession 
of an amount of property if he were 
living; as he was reported dead it 
necessary to establish his identity 
in order to otherwise dispose of the 
property; hence the visit of the at¬ 
torneys to Palmer. They were sat¬ 
isfied, from the evidence shown them, 
that the dead man was Henry Clark. 

Clark — or Curran, as he was 
known—will be remembered by many 
people in this vicinity who saw.him 
from time to time traveling leisurely- 
ly along the highways or streets of 
the villages with his worldly posses¬ 
sions hung in various places lipon 
his perosn. These consisted of a 
violin, an equipment for mending um¬ 
brellas, and a greater or less variety 
of cooking utensils. He was uncom¬ 
municative, and little was known of 
him. Chief Crimmins was notified 
one fearfully cold winter that the 
man was camping on the west side 
of Mount Dumptm, and investigated. 
He found a huge wagon umbrella 
set up and enclosed with curtains, 
inside of which Curran was as cozy 
as could be desired with an oil stove 
going. As he could not be classed 
as a vagrant and chose to live in 
that manner and did not appear to 
be suffering there was nothing to be 
done but to let him alone. Later he 
disappeared and was supposed to 
have moved to other quarters. The 
last seen of him alive was about 
Easter, 1917, when he appeared at a 
house in Bondsville, near where the 
body was later found, and complained 
of not feeling well, but did not ask 
for assistance in any way. •

“The eyes of the whole country 
were on Massachusetts” in the elec¬ 
tion of Tuesday. What they saw 
gave solid comfort to those who be¬ 
lieve in “America for Americans” and 
all that is best in government, and 
to others the handwriting was no 
less plain. It told thems ’ 't ‘Massa¬ 
chusetts is American” — to quote 
Gov. Coolidge—with all that the ex¬ 
pression might be made to imply. 
Everywhere there was a belief among 
thoughtful people that the Old B? r 
State would live fully up to the t\ 
ditions and her reputation for doing 
“the right thing at the right time.” 
And she did not disappoint them. 
She has no need to offer any apology 
for anything which the “eyes of the 
whole country” saw, unless it be the 
size of the majority for right. 

Governor Coolidge’s pluraF y of 
over 124,000 is a most emph? ic re¬ 
buke to those who were linktd with 
unlawful forces or were seeking per¬ 
sonal gain at the expense of the pub¬ 
lic right and safety. And to make it 
more emphatic, every candidate on 
the side of order, decency and the 
right way of doing things was given 
a share in the triumph. Not that 
there were not good men on the 
other side, but their qualifications 
were overlooked in the desire to 
make sure that notice was given to 
the country at large that Massachu¬ 
setts could be depended upon in a 
crisis. 

All of which is preliminary to the 
statement—wjiich is not news to any 
of the Journal’s readers—that Gov. 
Coolidge was re-elected Tuesday by 
the handsoqie plurality of over 
124 , 000 , the largest in the history of 
the State with the exception of 1898, 
the silver issue year, when Roger 

Wolcott was given 154,000 over 
George Fred Williams. And with 
Gov. Coolidge was elected every Re¬ 
publican on the State ticket. 

Apparently Long’s promise that 
he would reinstate the striking Bos¬ 
ton policemen if. elected acted as a 
boomerang. He is known to have 
lost many votes in the last few days 
before the balloting, and in Boston, 
where the strikers had promised him 
close to 50,000 plurality he had less 
than half that amount. The Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor was re¬ 
ported as being “out to trim” Gov. 
Coolidge, but an analysis of the vote 
in their strongholds indicates that 
very many of them did not dare to 
trust their leaders or were not in 
sympathy with all their doings. 

There was nothing in the way of 
a local contest. There was but one 
candidate for representative in the 
First Hampden district. Dr. D. W. 
O’Connor of Palmer, who was given 
a handsome vote. There was some 
question over the re-election of Sen¬ 
ator Warren Tarbell of Nofth Brook¬ 
field, but he was given a majority of 
over 800.

Ware Asks Place “On the^Map ” 

The fact that the town of Ware is 
not located on any of the autolmo- 
bile road maps has aroused the Board 
of Trade of that town to action, as 
they are somewhat “peeved” over 
the slight. The apparent reason is 
that Ware is not on a direct line^of 
travel between any important points, 
and a tourist would have no occasion 
to pass through the town unless he 
had business there. The town is 
easily accessible from Palmer and 
West Brookfield however, and the 
mileage between Springfield and Bos¬ 
ton is the same as by the present 
route. It is claimed that the route 
via Ware would be more used if more 
were known about it, and an effort 
is to be made to have it placed on 
the maps of the 1920 automobile 
route books.

Watering House Plants. 

Plants should be watered with a 
spray, not with a cup or a glass. 
Those that can be moved should be 
placed where the water will not dam¬ 
age carpets or floors; those that can¬ 
not—such as large ferns or palms— 
should have something spread on the 
floor beneath them to catch the water 
as It drips. The water must be 
.sprayed from above so that all tbe 
leaves receive It; this carries off the 
dust and Is the only natural way for 
a plant to receive water.

iportant Discovery Made by Cali¬ 
fornia Professor as to Peculiarities 
of Family Groups. 


Prof. J. A. Larson, instructor of 
physiology In the University of Cali¬ 
fornia. announced a new discovery In 
connection with finger prints which is 
likely to have a remarkable Influence 
on many Important cases that con¬ 
cern the law- courts of California. 

Briefly. Professor Larson’s discovery 
•Indicates’ that a similarity of finger 
prints among members of a family Is 
sufficiently marked to enable scientists 
to trace family groups and determine 
positively whether a given individual 
la really a membc-r of the family to 
which he claims relationship. 

The importance of the discovery in 
probate cases such us the Slingsby case 
is obvious. 

Should Dr. Larson’s new discovery 
be accepted by law and science, the 
Slingsby decision may be reversed, as 
well as many other analogous cases. 

Dr. Larson’s lnve.sti{Jations began In 
1913 at the Boston university. 

“Since that time I have examined 
prints of members of approximately 
100 families.” he said, “and I am satis¬ 
fied in my own mind "that such a 
means of identification is possible. I

taxpayers cannot stand more than 
figure. But the teachers want $600 
flat and say that they cannot live de¬ 
cently on less than that. As it stands 
now, some of the men teachers will 
get a very small percentage of in¬ 
crease with only $600 added to their 
present compensation. Of course 
this is true of those with the best 
pay at present. In the case of those 
lower in the scale, the percentage is 
of course much higher. The .Boston 
school committee criticises the tea¬ 
chers sharply for jumping over the 
heads of the committee and appeal¬ 
ing to the Legislature right in the 
teeth of the judgment of the com¬ 
mittee, which is supposed to know 
better than any of the teachers can 
know, what is the truth about the 
entire situation. 

In this perplexity. Governor Cool- 
idge has asked six of the leading ed¬ 
ucators of the State to undertake an 
investigation of the entire question 
of teachers’ salaries. The first name 
in the list is that of Payson Smith, 
our State Commissioner of Educa¬ 
tion, and the Western Massachu¬ 
setts member is James H. Van Sickle, 
the superintendent of schools in the 
city of Springfield. Naturally their 
work: cannot be done in time for this 
session of the Legislature. But it 
will serve for discussion of the issue 
at the next session and hence it is 
probable that the entire question 
will be postponed till the members 
for 1920 come in. In the meantime, 
the Boston teachers have sent to the 
Legislature a lot of facts and figures 
which bear upon their own case and 
the case of all the public school tea¬ 
chers in the State. They make an 
alarming demonstration of the de¬ 
cline in the teaching profession, as 
the best teachers are drawn off to 
b'etter paid occupations. It is the

Legislature Must Speed Up—Cool- 

idge’s Presidential Boom—Teach¬ 
ers’ Salaries—Appointments. 

Boston, December 8.—Unless this 
Legislature puts on steam it will not 
finish the work for which Governor 
Coolidge called it in special session. 
Just as has occurred during the reg¬ 
ular session, there is a lack of organ¬ 
ized team work. There is a shortage 
of push and drive such as has char¬ 
acterized some of our previous ad¬ 
ministrations of the Senate and the 
House. Then, too, there is evident 
a disposition on the part of some of 
the loud-speaking members to make 
the most of their .last opportunity to 
get before the public eye. They want 
to make political capital. At every 
step we are reminded of the waste 
and risk of popular government and 
that there are serious handicaps in 
having a government of freemen. 
Doubtless a democracy is the best 
government on earth, but our voters 
do not yet sufficiently realize that a 
government will not run itself and 
that if substantial men do not take 
hold the demagogs will, and that the 
taxpayers will have to put their hands 
into their pockets and pay the ex¬ 
pense. If we do not "have a good 
Legislature,- the blame comes back, 
in the long run and truly to the vo¬ 
ters themselves. 

There is much going on behind the 
scenes which the public knows little 
or nothing about. James J. Storrow 
has just taken hold of the coal situ¬ 
ation, and this afternoon he has 
called a conference of the coal deal¬ 
ers to learn what is the true situation.

Here are reasons why the fine, 
fresh pork tenderloins and pork 
chops, or savory ham, or crinkly 
bacon, which you enjoy for break¬ 
fast, cost much more per pound 
than the market quotation on live 
hogs which you read in the 
newspaper: 

An average hog weighs 220 
pounds. 

Of this, only 70 per cent (154 
pounds) is meat and lard. 

So, when we pay 15^ a pound for 
live hogs, we are really paying more 
than 21^ a pound for the meat which 
we will get from these animals, even 
after taking into account the value of 
the by-products. 

But people show a preference for 
only one-third of the whole—the pork 
chops, fancy bacon, and choice cuts 
from juicy hams. 

This means that when we are sell¬ 
ing Premium bacon at 43*/2^ per pound 
wholesale and Premium hams at 30^, 
there are other parts for which we get 
as low as 6^ or 8^ per pound. The 
net result is an average profit to us of 
less than a pound. 

The choice cuts are higher because 
of a demand for them. 

Another thing: Only 35 pounds of the 
entire hog—or about 1/6 th—is usually 
marketed at once. The rest must be 
pickled, cured, or sinoked. This takes 
months, and adds to the costs which 
must be met.

Only Three Trains Cut Off 


Palmer Not Materially Affected by 
Reduction of Train Service 

Only three trains which make a 
stop at Palmer were dropped yester¬ 
day in the wholesale elimination of 
railroad trains all over the country 
in an effort to give the public at least 
some sort of accommodations dur¬ 
ing the coal shortage. The three 
are the former 11.25 a. m. train to 
New York, the 1.25 afternoon train 
for Boston and the 8.39 evening train 
for the - same city.

Historic Farms Sold 

Two adjacent farms of historical 
interest on Tower Hill have been sold 
recently. The Misses Burns have 
sold their farm of 100 acres to J.

One of America’s little-known war 
romances is revealed by John H. Van 
Deventer in his story of precision 
gauges, which appears in Everybody’s. 
Virtually all of our munitions had to 
be made to limit gauges which had to 
be corrected by means of precision 
blocks to within a few millionths of 
an inch. “Twenty years ago,’’ writes 
Mr. Van Deventer, “a Swedish tool- 
maker named Johansson made up his 
mind that the millionth of an Inch was 
the coming thing—hunted during nine 
years for a practical way to get it 
and got it. How? Nobody knows ex¬ 
cept Johansson, and he won’t tell. 
For over nine years he kept everybody 
guessing. Our best shops imported 
his blocks and used them for check¬ 
ing the gauges. 

“Then came the war. with Its won¬ 
derful stimulation of American ge¬ 
nius. With it came also the need of 
being independent of the old world 
In the matter of gauges. 

“The war took E. C. Peck away 
from his Job of running a great fac¬ 
tory in Cleveland and brought him 
to Washington to take charge of the 
gauging of ordnance products. It 
brought William E. Hoke of St. Louis 
to the bureau of standards, with an 
idea of how to produce precision 
blocks. Colonel Peck and Major Hoke 
got together, and in six months were 
turning out precision blocks accurate 
to the millionth part of an inch.”

The harpsichord was a stringed mu¬ 
sical instrument in use in the 16th, 
17th and 18th centuries, which in its 
form and In the arrangement of the 
keyboard and strings resembled a pi¬ 
ano, but In which the tone was pro¬ 
duced by the plucking or snapping of 
the strings by leather or quill points, 
which were set in jacks connected by 
levers with the keys. In form it usu¬ 
ally resembled a modern grand piano¬ 
forte, though both square and upright 
varieties were also made. The length 
of the keyboard was four to six and 
a half octaves. The number of sep¬ 
arate strings to a key varied from 
one to four, sometimes including one 
tuned an octave above the others; the 
latter variety was called a double 
harpsichord. The tone was weak and 
tinkling, and gradation of forc6 was 
impossible. Two keyboards were 
sometimes combined, one for soft 
effects; the other for loud. Numerous 
devices, usually connected with the 
jacks, were Introdniced at different 
times to secure variety in force, and 
especially In quality. These mechan¬ 
isms, which often aimed to simulate 
the tone qualities of various orches¬ 
tral instruments, were usually con¬ 
trolled by stopknobs near the key¬ 
board. The harpsichord, though es¬ 
sentially different from the pianoforte, 
was its Iihmedlate predecessor. Be¬ 
fore 1800 it was regularly used In all 
dramatic, pjjjglc, especially In accom¬ 
panying recitatives and In orchestral 
music. The conductor usually direct¬ 
ed from his seat at a harpsichord 
placed amid the other Instruments.

rendered not long ago by Federal 
Judge Jhcob Trieber of the eastern 
district of Arkansas In the case of the 
United States against E. D. Thomp¬ 
son of Memphis, charged with killing 
and possessing one robin In violation 
of the act. 

This is one of the most Important 
decisions ever rendered affecting the 
conservation of wild life. It sustains 
the right of congress to enact legisla¬ 
tion to insure the execution of the 
terms of the treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain, concluded 
August 16, 1916, for the protection of 
migratory birds in the United States 
and Canada. 

It will be recalled that Judge Trie¬ 
ber in 1914, in the case of United 
States against Harvey C. Shauver, de¬ 
cided that the migratory bird law, ap¬ 
proved March 4. 1913, was unconsti¬ 
tutional. The present law repealed

On July 80, 1623, was 
held the second Thanksgiving, the first 
ever appointed by a governor In an 
authoritative way. On February 22, 
1631, there occurred in Boston the 
first Thanksgiving celebration of 
which any written account remains 
among the colonial a'rchlves. 'The first 
regular Thanksgiving proclamation 
was printed in Massachusetts in 1677. 

The first Thanksgiving proclamation 
ever issued by a president of the 
United States was by George Wash¬ 
ington In 1795. From Massachusetts 
the custom spread to other colonies. 
In 1830 the governor of New York ap¬ 
pointed a day for public thanksgiving 
and other northern states quickly fol¬ 
lowed.—Rev. Thomas B. Gregory.

PATRIOTS GET POOR REWARD 


Bondsville 


British Soldiers Who Won High Dis¬ 
tinction Have a Right to Com¬ 
plain of ingratitude. 


A very interesting bit of tunneling 
was recently done on the Fourteenth 
street tube under the East river. New 
York. The heading was being run in 
rock and at one point test boles 
showed a thickness of only eight 
Inches of sound dry rock above the 
line along which the top of the tunnel 
was to ran. As the tunnel was being 
driven without the use of compressed 
air It was decided to drop the upper 
heading four feet until this thin cover 
of rock was passed. The cast iron 
lining was set In place at each side 
of this section and then the rock was 
removed very carefully by using a 
great many holes each loaded with 
about one-eighth of a stick of dyna¬ 
mite. As each bit of rock was removed 
the arch of the tunnel lining was set 
In place. By this means the dangerous 
section was tunneled without breaking 
through the thin shell.—Scientific 
American.

CoHector of Internal Revenue Says 
Present Law Does Not Apply 

Acting Collector of Internal Rev¬ 
enue Andrew J. Casey has issued a 
statement at Boston in which he 
says that the present prohibition 
law does not apply to sales of cider, 
either sweet or hard, and it is taxa¬ 
ble only when sold in closed con¬ 
tainers. Cider which is placed upon 
the market and sold as wine is taxed 
as wine, but if it is not sold as wine, 
then it is not subject to the wine tax, 
regardless of the amount of alcohol 
it contains. The only tax which then 
applies- is the Same tax as is imposed 
upon soft drinks. 

The addition of sugar or other 
fermentable substitutes is considered 
a violation of the law, as this is done 
to increase the alcoholic content. But 
if the cider is pure, that is, without 
additions, it can be manufactured 
and sold. After the 18th amend¬ 
ment to the constitution goes into 
effect on January 16, 1920, however, 
things will be different. It will then 
be illegal to manufacture or sell 
cider of more than one-half of 
per cent alcoholic content.

The tribe 'Pf Kayans, Inhabiting the 
head waters of the Baram and Rejang 
rivers of Sarawak, have lived for un¬ 
known generations almost Isolated In 
the interior of the island of Borneo. 
There are many reasons for believing 
them to be originally of Caucasian 
origin. Many of them have very light 
skin, and they probably reached Bor¬ 
neo by way of the Malay peninsula 
from lower Burma. Rigid discipline 
is characteristic of the domestic me¬ 
nage. resulting In good manners and 
recognition of authority. 

For a good many years Sarawak 
was under the Independent govern¬ 
ment of a white rajah. Sir Charles 
Brooke, who controlled his mingled 
subjects with unusual wisdom and 
sympathy. Among other far-elghted 
edicts he Instituted stringent game 
laws, so that the Island Is one of th^ 
best protected parts of the world in 
this respect. Birds, beasts and butter¬ 
flies are protected, not more than two 
specimens of any one species being 
allowed to the collector. In this way 
the very beautiful and rare trees and 
insects of the country are being main¬ 
tained for the enjoyment of future 
generations. 

Another wl.se move of the rajah 
was to continue the native costume— 
what there Is of It—In place of Intro¬ 
ducing the unsuitable, ugly and arti¬ 
ficial modem clothing of Europeans, 
This, as Stevenson points out. has 
usually exactly the opposite effect 
from that Intended by well-meaning 
missionaries, and the happy natives of 
Sarawak are very well off as they are.

After a three years’ hunt with the 
camera In the almost unknown Laird 
river district In northwestern Canada, 

H. A. Stewart and .John Sonnickson 
have come back to civilization by way 
of Peace river, Alberta, bringing sev¬ 
eral thousand photographic studies of j 
the manners and customs of the wild 
life of those remote woods and 
streams. The explorers, for they well 
deserve the name, worked Into the 
wilderness by way of Hudson’s Hope 
and the forks of the Findlay and 
Parsnip rivers ns far as Fort Gra- 
hame. Their negatives Illustrate the 
habits of the ptarmigan, moose, beav¬ 
er. Canadian wild geese and other an¬ 
imals and birds that have seldom been 
observed with anything like thorough¬ 
ness by means of the camera. The 
travelers had devices of various sorts 
whereby their subjects were enticed 
to spots upon which the hidden lenses 
were focused; and upon reaching 
these spots an ambushed camera man 
“snapped” them by twitching a long 
cord attached to the lens shutter. A 
single negative of some specially shy 
animal was often the only fruit of 
many hours of patient waiting.

Spanish Birth Rate. 

Now it Is In Spain that they are 
beginning to worry about the rising j 
death rate and the falling birth rate. 
Dr. Gomez Ocana presents In El Slglo 
Medico (Barcelona) statistics for sev¬ 
eral years, showing that In 1912 the 
death rate was 21.6 per 1,000 popula¬ 
tion. and that by 1917, before the ad¬ 
vent of the pandemic of influenza, It 
had risen to 26.16. And the birth rate 
fell from 31.60 per thousand in 1912 
to 29.2 In 1917. 

Official figures for 1918 are not yet 
available, but In the city of Madrid 
the death rate rose in that year to 
80.37. while the birth rate fell to 26.70. 
The figures for 1918. however, are ab¬ 
normal neL-ause of the pandemic.

At such places a customer is 
permitted to buy a pound of sugar 
with every dollar’s worth of other 
merchandise bought at the same 
time; fractions do not count however. 

All of these are perfectly legiti¬ 
mate, under the present laws. It is 
recogpiizcd that the sugar is the 
property of the dealer, and he has a 
perfect (legal) right to sell it to 
whom he pleases, and to refuse it to 
others. He also has a right to re¬ 
fuse to sell it at all if he is so dis¬ 
posed. The requirement that a dol¬ 
lar's worth of other goods must be 
purchased before sugar is sold is also 
legal, provided the customer is per¬ 
mitted to choose his goods. The law 
frowns upon “combination” sales 
however; that is, compelling a cus¬ 
tomer to buy a certain combination
